Eight Arrests Made in Huge 


Conspiracy of Trainmen, 
Mexicans, and Chica- 
go Orientals, 


CHANCE REVEALS PLOT. 


“New Friend“ to Join the 
Scheme, Tells Federal 
Authorities. 


If Ephraim Gideon Thompkins had not 
journeyed all the way from Oskaloosa, Ia. 
to Chicago to see the sights of ty metropolis 
and to search out thfilling adventure the 
chances are that the United States govern- 
ment would not have unearthed one of the 
most extraordintry — plots known 
to the secret service. 

If Ephraim Gideon had not for the fret time 
in his life seen a real city sport weaving his 
gorgeous course through the throngs of State 
street, if he had not stopped to wonder at the 
glorious spectacle, the government sleuths 
might never have hit the trail that led direct- 
ly to the spot where more than 1,000 China- 
men and untold quantities of diamonds, 
opium, and whisky have been smuggled into 
the United States. 

But Ephraim did these things with such 
surprising results that the federal govern- 
ment now hase in jail eight men who are 
charged with engineering the remarkable 
scheme of smuggling, which, according to 
some accounts, has been carried on for years. 

Geven of the prisoners—two Americana, 
two Mexicans, and. three Chinese—are now 
lodged in the Cook county jall awaiting trial 
on indictments secured by District Attorney 
Edwin W. Sime, and the eighth—another 
American—is on his way to Chicago under 
guard of a federal marshal. 


$500 Paid for Each Man. 

The accused men are charged with running 
an underground ratiroad for bringing Chinese 
laborers into this country from Mexico by 
way of El Paso, whence they were secreted 
in Pullman dining cars and brought to Chi- 
cago. For each Chinaman so smuggled into 
the United States $500 was paid by Chinese 
organizations and receipts for the safe de- 
livery of each contraband oriental were given 
at the Chicago headquarters in South Clark 
street. 

The plot, which was unearthed after a year 
of work under the direction of United States 

ttorney Sims, is believed to have been stu- 

ndous in its proportions. There is evidence 
that the smuggling was general along the 
Mexican border, but it centered at EI Paso. 
from which point the Chinamen, opium, and 
diamonds were sent not only toe Chicago but 


Kansas City, and several other large cities. | 

At least one of the Chinamen smuggled 
over the border was killed in the process 
His body was found in the railroad yards at 
Kansas City, and it is believed he was smoth- 
ered in his place of concealment in a dining 
ear. The indications are that some high rail- 
road officials dnd some extremely powerful 
Chinese both in this country and abroad were 
behind the plot and the investigation now is 
headed in their direction. 


First Batch of Prisoners. 
The men under arrest on the federal in- 
dictment are: 

ROBERT W. STEPHENGON, 30 years old, said 
to be a son of Judge Archibald Stephenson, 
Cripple Creek, Cole. a railroad brakeman, 
and believed by the government to have been 
the “advance agent” of the underground 
railroad. 

W. I. CLARK, 32 years old, railroad brakeman. 
residing at Lincoln, Neb.; held as one of the 
alleged leaders in the handling of the smug- 
gling at El Paso. 

JOHN HELTZEL, 46 years old,, railroad con- 
ductor; charged by the government with har- 
boring the Chinamen and putting them aboard 
trains at El Paso, 

BOB LEUNG, 85 years old, a rich Chinese saloon 
proprietor and political boss in El Paso; 
the alleged paymaster of the smuggling sys- 
tem, 

SAM WAH, 345 South Clark street, Chicago; 
declared to be the local agent of the smug. 
gling trust. 


CHIN YIN QUAI, 319 South ‘Clark street, al- 


leged associate of Sam Wah in receiving 
and receipting for contraband Chinamen in 
Chicago. 

JOSE PARRA, a Mexican, who is accused of re- 
ceiving the Chinamen and other contraband 
in Jaurez, Mexico, and then convoying them 
across the Rio Grande to EI Paso, 

CARLOS SAVEDRA, an associate of Parra in 
the smuggling work on the frontier, 
Heitzel will be brought to Chicago today, 

it is expected, and the entire aggregation 

will be placed on trial before Judge Landis 
on June 8. All strenuously deny complicity 
in the smuggling and made a bitter fight 
against removal from Texas to Chicago.

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LIE PASSED AT MILK HEARING 


Dr. Evans Aceuses Ald. Hey of 
Making False Statement. 


AND NO CASUALTIES FOLLOW 


Council Committee Hears More on the 
Merite of Pasteurization. 


The Ile—plain, baid, and unmistaken—was 
passed yesterday afternoon between Dr. W. 
A. Evans, Chieago's health commissioner. 
and Ald. Jacob A. Hey, and nobody was killed 
or fatally injured, although for a time R 
looked as if casualties might be recorded. 

The clash took place at the milk pasteuri- 
zation hearing before the health committee 
of the council. The hearing was held in the 
council chambers and several hundred milk 
dealers and opponents of Dr. Evans theories 
were present. The explosion came when Ald. 
Hey, a member of the committee, was ex- 
plaining his position regarding pasteuriza- 
tion. 

I have investigated the proposition, said 
he, and I find that the samples of milk 
tested by Dr. Evans were taken directly from 
the pasteurizing machines, placed in steril 
ized bottles and kept free from all contaml- 
nation until they were ready for the bac- 
teriological test. 


Dr. Evans Denies Statement. 

Dr. Evans sprang to his feet and inter- 
rupted the alderman. 

want to say that the statement just 
made by the speaker is absolutely false,“ 
said he. There is not a word of truth in it.“ 

There was intense stillness throughout the 
council chambers and every one present ex- 
pected to witness an exhibition of marquis 
of Queensberry tactics. But Dr. Evans only 
repeated his challenge. 

„The statement is a falsehood,”’ said he. 

„ don’t want you to interrupt me, said 
Ald. Hey, and that was all aa was to the 
matter. 

Later Dr. Braue explained. ste said Ald. 
Hey in his statement had attempted to lead 
the committee to believe that the samples of 
milk tested by the health department had

Defends Milk Department. 

„ do not back down on one word of what 
I said.” he declared.

Hey was a lie pure and simple and 
was told for the express purpose of injuring 
the health department's case. Later on in 
the hearing I will prove that it isa lie. I 
will have the established records showing 
that the milk we tested was not taken di- 
rectly from the pasteurizing machines, but 
was picked up from milk wagons on the 
street, in grocery stores and other places.” 

Previous to the hearing, which began at 2 
p. m. in the committee rooms and was later 
adjourned to the council, Dr. Evans and Ald. 
Hey conversed pleasantly on the subject un- 
der discussion and seemed apparently friend- 
ly toward each other. After the lie had been 
passed, however, both men left the council 
chambers and passed in the corridor without 
speaking. 

Calls ‘Pasteurization Harmful. 

Several representatives of the Milk Deal- 
ers’ association and other opponents of 
pasteurization addressed the committee. The 
most prominent ot these. wae Dr; Maximilian 
Herzog, said to be an expert on the proposi- 
tion, who had spoken before the committee 
at a previous hearing. He asserted that 
pasteurization, as advocated by Dr. Evans, 
was merely boiling, and that bofling killed 
all the food value there was in milk. . 

“We don't want pasteurized milk,” said 
he. “We want tuberculin tested milk, if 
you will, and we want good and pure mili

PRISON FOR AUTO DRIVER 


Chauffeur Who Killed Boy Found 


Guilty of Manslaughter, 


PENALTY MAY BE 20 YEARS, 


First Conviction in New York Under 
Amended Law on Murder 


New York, May 28—[Special.]—Reckless 
drivers of automobiles received a signal 
warning today, when William Darragh, the 
chauffeur who drove the automobile that 
killed Ingvaard Trimble, a 13 year old boy, 
at One Hundred and Bighteenth street and 
Morningside avenue March 27 last, was con- 
victed of manslaughter in the first degree by 
a jury before Judge Mulqueen in general 
sessions. The jury reached its conclusion on 
Darragh's guilt after being out a little less 
than two hours. 

Darragh listened quietly to the verdict, and 
then was taken to the Tombs to await sen- 
tence, which will be pronounced next Friday. 
The maximum penalty for the crime of which 
he stands convicted is twenty years’ impris- 
onment. 


Was Trying Out Machine. 

According to evidence given at the trial, 
Darragh, the night his machine killed Ing- 
vaard Trimble, was “trying out” a sixty 
horse power car belonging to Charles B. 
Force of 49 Wall street. There had been 
some trouble with the car, and Darragh, 
after making adjustments, wished to test 
the machine on a hill. He chose the incline 
on Morningside avenue, leading up to One 
Hundred and Sixteenth street, and began 
the test, after picking up H. A. Brown, a 
friend of his, who disappeared after the 
Trimble boy was hit, and whom the police 
have not been able to find. 

As the car driven by Darragh reached the 
top of the incline at One Hundred and Stx- 
teenth etreet and Morningside avenue it was 
observed by two men, who testified that it 
was going faster than they ever before had 
seen an automobile driven. These two men 
testified that the machine continued at a ter- 
rific pace along the avenue, and that it did 
not perceptibly slacken speed as it. passed 
the spot where, they afterwards learned, the 
Trimble boy had been hit. 


Victim Carried 100 Peet. 

The Trimble boy Was playing tag with 
other boys at the corner of One Hundred 
and Bighteenth street when the machine 
raced along the avenue. According to the 
testimony of his playmates, he started to 
run across the street when the automobile 
was over a block away, but was caught up 
by the automobile and carried over 100 feet 
before he dropped to the street. After hit- 
ting Trimble Darragh Grove on until well out 
of the neighborhood, and then, after cau- 
tioning Brown to say nothing of the matter, 
took the car back to the garage. The fol- 
lowing day he left town, but was arrested in 
Port Arthur, Tex.

The big row of the stormy afternoon came 
on the consideration of house bill 717, known 
as the personal injuries bill. It stirred up 
more trouble than anything that has been 
in the senate all session long. Senator Et- 
telson called up the bill. When doing so ne 
explained that he had done so at the request 
of Representative Lee O'Neill Browne, al- 
though the bill had been introduced in the 
house by Representative Cliffe. 

I believe this is a good bill,” said Senator 
Ettelson. I am not interested in it serious- 
ly. I am not a personal injury lawyer and I 
don't handle such cases, but I hope this 
bill will pass.“ 

Senator John Daily of Peoria was the sena- 
tor who stuck the harpoon into 717. He had 
the figures with him and talked without re- 
serve. 

This bill was introduced at the behest of 
Lee O'Neil Browne, he said. “ Mr. Browne 
had a case in the Supreme court in which 
he had failed to make proper pleadings in the 
lower courts. The Supreme court ruled 
against him, and stated the law fairly and 
fully,” aid here Senator Daily quoted from 
the Supreme court report of the case. 

“This bill now aims to cure that defect and 
simply smooths over the mistakes which 
may have been made by attorneys who did 
not know their law. It is a slap at the Su- 
preme court./ There is no more reason for 
passing this bill to eure this situation than 
there is for passing a bill to cure a defect in 
any other case in which the Supreme court 
may have been called upon to make judg- 
ment. This isa bad bill and should not pass 

Breidt Also Takes a Crack.

HOUSE WILL ACT TODAY. 
Latest Channel Measure Proposes. 


Commission with $190,000 
Appropriation.

Springfield. III., May 28.—(Special.]—Ia a 
final effort to obtain some sort of waterway 
legislation before the assembly adjourne, 
Senator Elect William Lorimer endeavored 
today to secure Gov. Deneen’s approval of a 
substitute and simplified measure, which 
provides merely for the creation of a water- 
way commission and makes an appropriation 
of+$100,000 for its use. 

This bill was reported out of the house 
waterway committee, of which Representa- 
tive Smejkal is chairman, and was taken 
charge of by Representative Shanahan. Late 
tonight it was substituted for the senate 
waterway bill, which carries Gov. Deneen's 
ideas, and was sent to third reading. 


Intention to Pass It Today. 

It is the intention to pass it tomorrow and, 
if the Senate refuses to concur in the “‘amend- 
ment to see what a conference between the 
senate and the house can agree on. 

Representative Hull raised a protest against 
the plan, objecting to any ‘* eleventh hour 
attempt to get legislation of this sort. His 
motion on the substitute was voted down. 

Mr. Lorimer is particularly desirous of ob- 
taining some sort of legislation from the as- 
sembly before he goes to Washington either 
to resume his seat in the national house or to 
take his new seat in the senate. 


Text of the Bill. 

Th substitute bill follows: 

SHCTION 1—Be it enacted by the people of the 
state of Illinois, represented in the general assem- 
bly: That the governor shall, within ten days after 
this act takes effect. by and with the advice and 
consent of the senate, appoint a commission of 
seven members, not more than four of whom shall 
belong to or be affiliated with the same political 
party, to be known as the waterways commission 
of Lilinois. The duty of said commission shall be 
to carry out the provisions of this act, and each 
member shall be entitled to receive a salary of $200 
per month, excepting the chairman of the com- 
mission, who shall be entitled to receive $250 per 
month; provided, that such compensation shall be 
limited to the time necessary to perform the duties 
imposed by this act, said time not to extend for a 
period longer than twelve months. 

SECTION 2—The commission shall proceed forth- 
with to secure all n data, make all suffi- 
cient and needful investigations, and prepare plans 
and estimates of cost for a deep waterway and 
the works accessory thereto authorized by the 
amendment to the constitution of Illinois adopted 
at the election om Nov. 3. 1908, said plans and 
estimates to be based upon the construction of a 
channel of an ultimate depth of not less than 
twenty-four feet and to be otherwise in con- 
formity with the recommendations of the internal 
improvement mission of Illinois submitted to 
the forty-fifth ‘general assembly on April 10, I907. 

The route of the deep waterway shall be by way 
of the sanitary district channel and the natural 
channel of the Desplaines and Illinois rivers, from 
the Lake Michigan level, and the present water 
power plants of the sanitary and ship canal of Chi- 
cago, near Lockport, in Lockport township, Will 
county, to a point at or near Utica, in La Salle 
county. 

The channel of the Joliet level, extending from 
Lockport to Lake Joliet, shall be based upon the 
ultimate depth, and a width, below the northern 
city limits of Joliet, of not less than 400 feet between 
masonry dock walls. The channel below the Joliet 
level may be based upon a preliminary depth of 
not less than fourteen feet Om a bottom width of 
not leas than 200 feet. 

All permanent structures in connection with the 
deep waterway shall be based upon an ultimate 
depth of not less than twenty-four feet in the 
channel; bridges shall have draw spans not less 
than 400 feet in length over all, with two openings. 
of not less than 160 feet each in the clear: locks 
shall be five in number and not less than 106 feet 
in width and 960 feet in effective length. 

The sites for locks, dams, and water power plants 
shall in general be so selected as to extend the sev- 
eral levels or pools downstream as far as practica- 
ble. The Kankakee level in particular shall extend 
below the mouth of. the Kankakee river and as 
near to the city of Morris as physical conditions will 
permit, and the Morris level shall be extended to 
the vicinity of the city of Ottawa and so as to 
admit the diversion of the Fox river into said level. 

SBCTION 3—The commission shall make a report 
on or before Jan. 1, 1010, setting forth its plans 
and estimates, and submit the same to the gov- 
ernor and the general assembly, and confer with 
the proper authorities of the United States of 
America and any agency authorized by congress 
in regard to a program and codperation and joint 
action by which the United States of America shall 
undertake or provide for those features which per- 
tain moet immediately to the easement for navi- 
gation, as locks and swing bridges, and to the end 
that all work shall be in harmony and of approved 
design and quality. 

In the consideration of all common purposes the 
United States engineer officer immediately in 
charge of the Hulnols division of the deep waterway 
may, with the consent of the secretary of war, be 
an ex officio member of the commission in advisory 
capacity only, and be allowed his incidental ex- 
penses, ae in the case of other members of the 
com mission. 

SECTION 4—-The commission is authorized and 
empowered to employ any help and make all ex- 
penditures that may be necessary to carry out the 
provieions of this act. 

SECTION For the purposes of this act the sum 
of $100,000, or so much thereof as may be neces- 
gary, is hereby appropriated out of any funds in 
the treasury not otherwise appropriated. 

SECTION 6~—The auditor of public accounts is 
hereby authorized and directed to draw his war- 
rants upon the state treasurer for the sums herein 
appropriated, said warrants to be drawn only on 
{itemized bills certified by the chairman of the 
commission and approved by the governor.

Springfield, In., May 28.—{Special.}—In just 
about thirty-three minutes this afternoon the

Pretty Fair Afternoon’s Work. 

All of which was considered a pretty fair 
afternoon’s work by the senate financiers 
and which cleaned up nearly everything in 
the appropriation line on the senate ndar. 
There remain the big University of Illinois 
bills and the rest of the national guard bills. 

It was id fire work on the part of the 
senators er Hurburgh had stripped for ac- 
tion and entered upon his job of calling up the 
appropriation measures.

Cuts in Charities Figures. 

In the appropriations for the charKable in- 
stitutions substantial cuts in some of the 
figures were made by the senate appropria- 
tions committee from the budget which Rep- 
resentative Shanahan constructed. The 
house policy was to put in everything that 
the charitables asked for, neatly slipping 
from under any possible charge that the 
house had crippled the institutions by chop- 
ping off their appropriations. 

Some of the figures were too high for the 
senate and slicing was necessary. The house 
tonight refused to concur in the senate 
amendments to the charitable bills and asked 
for a conference committee, which will be 
named tomorrow. 

House bill 701 was passed, having been 
pushed by the township high school authori- 
ties of Morgan Park and Blue Island: They 
have been conducting township high schools 
in those Chicago suburbs under the general 
law, but without legal right to Jevy a high | 
school tax. The bill grants the latter priv-

Springfield, In, May 28.—{Special.}—The 
bond bills were sent to third reading in the 


senate this afternoon and the referendum bill | 


went through to third reading in the house 
tonight. While the Chicago people are hope- 
ful, the turmoil in which the house stands 
tonight is a serious source of danger to the 
entire proposition. It is expected, however, 
that the referendum bill will be passed by 


the house tomorrow ing, in Which case | 


the senate probably will pass the bond bills. 
The referendum bill was slightly amended 


on second reading, but none of the amend- 


ments is of any substantlal importance. One 
corrected the title and another made it most 


specific that bond issues may be submitted to 
a special election oalled for that special pur- 


The proptsition was made to amend the 
referendum bill so extend bond issues of 
$15,000 or less from the workings of the ref- 
erendum restriction, but, as the downstate 
representatives did not seem to be particular- 
ly interested in the amendment and as it is 
of absolutely no Value to Chicago, it was not 
inserted. The bill as it stands calls for @ sub- 
mission of the bond proposition of every de- 
scription to popular vote excepting only 
issues of refunding bonds. 


Bond Bill Amendments Slight. 

There were technical amendments to the 
bond.bills in the senate, cüring typographical 
errors in the bills, and they were sent to third 
reading without difficulty. They may be called 
up for passage at any hour tomorrow, but as 
things stand there will be nothing doing for 
the bond bills until the house has acted 
upon the referendum measure. 

The senate this afternoon adopted a reso- 
lution declaring substantially that the rail- 
road and- warehouse commission has run its 
course and that it ought to be sent to the 
acrap pile and prowding for the appointment 
of a commission of five members to revise the 
railroad and traffic laws and to report that 
revision to the next general assembly. The 
resolution was introduced by Senator Gard- 
ner and was sent over to the house. 

The senate amended the Municipal courts 
salary bill by raising the salaries of associate 
judges of the courts to $8,000 and sent it to 
third reading. 


Time Card Measure Killed. 

The house’s capital punishment bill was 
sent to second reading in the senate, but the 
house bill requiring railroads to publish their 
time cards was killed by sending to a com- 
mittee. 

The senate amended the Tippit convict 
labor bill, providing for the use of convict 
labor in improving the rivers of the state, by 
adding all of the streams im the state, and 
thus making Mr. Tippit and others of the 
house membership angry. 

All house bills on second reading were sent 
to third reading in the senate, with the ex- 
ception of the hawk bounty bill. 

The English restriction amendment was up 
in the house, and failed after a perfunctory 
fight, in which the downstate members lined 
up against Cook county. The vote was 
to 56, fifteen votes short of the constitution 
majority necessary to submit the proposition 
to the voters. 

Representative Hull offered an amendment 
to provide that Cook county should not pay 
more than one-third of the total taxes of the 
state, which was voted down, as was Repre- 
sentative Lantz’s resolution to make the re- 
striction apply to Chicago and not to Cook 
eounty. 


House Favors Art Committee. 

The house passed the senate bill by Juul to 
create a state art commission to approve 
plans for all state buildings and works of art. 

Representative Parker's resolution for the 
investigation of the sanitary district board 
of Chicago was ordered to lie on the speaker's 
table, its introducer explaining that it was 
now too late to secure an appropriation for 
the expenses of the inquiry. 

The house after much uproar passed a bill 
for the verification of disputed handvritings. 
Notice of a motion to reconsider tomorrow 
was given and the measure may be defeated. 
Representative Chiperfield declared, it to be 
a bad measure and there was an opinion in 
the minds of some of the legislators that it 
was intended to apply to some prosecution 
now pending. its purport is to allow a jury 
to determine the genuineness of handwriting. 

The house also passed the hazardous ma- 
chimery bill as amended. The Ettelson bill 
establishing maximum prices for text books 
was advanced to third reading. The house 
also passed the school codification bill.

Coupling of Measures in Dag’s Work 


The anti-cigaret bill had passed the house 
by a vote of 80 to 2, and undoubtedly would 
have passed the senate had it ever reached 
a roll call. It had been referred to the com- 
mittee on manufactures, of which Senator 
Cruikshank is chairman, and its friends bade 
it good-by when it entered the doors of that 
committee. It had slumbered there ever 
since. 

The element in the senate which would have 
voted against the rum bill would have voted 
for the cigaret bill. Senator Jandus neatly 
coupled up the two measures in a final at- 
tempt to get thé booze measure to a vote, 
expecting help from the anti-boose senatots 
who wanted à vote on cigareta. 


Jandus Forces Two Bills. 

At the end of the afternoon session he 
asked unanimous consent to introduce two 
resolutions. Objections rolled up from the 
“dry” senators. The first, referring to 
local option, was read for information. Again 
Senator Jandus asked for immediate con- 
sideration and a how? of objections forced 
him to move for a suspension of the rules. 
The vote was 18 to 23 for suspension of the 
rules, and the resolution lay gasping for 
breath. This motion applied to house bill 
659. 
In banged the second Jandus resolution, de- 
manding that the manufactures —— 
report out the anti-cigaret bill, which pro- 
hibited the manufacture, sale, or giving 
away of cigarets in the state. The anti-booze 
senators were placed in a most unenviable 
attitude and could not consistently vote to 
force one bill out of committee, having just 
defeated a similar attempt to drag out the 
anti-local option measure. 

There were demands for a roll call, but 
Lieut. Gov. Oglesby ruled that the demand 
had come too late, and a standing vote was 
taken after request for division from Sen- 
ator Dunlap. 

Thus ended the booze and cigaret bills for 
this general assembly. Tonight they are 
gathered to their fathers and sleep in peace. 


Roll Call Is Ruled out. 
The vote was twenty-three for the resolu- 
tion and fifteen against, „ lacking the 
necessary two-thirds, the resolution was de- 
clared lost, much to the sorrow of Miss Lucy 
Page Gaston, who sat in the gallery and kept 
the closest sort of tab on the proceedings.

Ettinger left a note in which he gave his 
son Fred authority to take care of the prop- 
erty he possessed, in case he did not return. 

He is 5 feet 8 inches tall, weighs 150 pounds 
and is of slim build. He is of dark complexion 
and wore a gray stubby mustache and atthe 
time of his disappearance had a four days’ 
growth of beard on his face. He wore a black 
suit and fedora hat. 


Police Seek a Missing Boy.

POINT TO SUICIDE. 


Supposed Union Pickets Slug 
Strikebreakers Near Mount 


ROW AT PEACE MEETING. 
Leaders of the Teamsters Finally 
Said to Have Been Ordered 
from Office. 


Violence marked the progress of the car- 
riage and cab drivers’ strike yesterday. Two 
nonunion drivers were s ed after return- 
ing from a funeral at Mount Olivet cemetery 
and the doors of two carriages were torn 
from the vehicles. 

The attack occurred at J. J. Galvin's read 
house, One Hundred and Eteventh street and 
Kedzie avenge. It was virtually the first 
violence on the part of the strikers during 
the present strike, which began three weeks 
ago. Both of the driveys slugged were em- 
ployed by W. W. Fern; a liveryman at Sey- 
enty-ninth street and Union avenue. 

The two drivers tied their horses in the 
coach yard of the road house and, after giv- 
ing the animals feed, started to enter the 
building with other drivers for refreshments. 
Just then several union pickets, who lay in 
walt behind the wagon sheds, sprang out and 
dealt the men stinging blows in the face. 

After knocking down both of the nonunion 
drivers, the pickets fied. No arrests were 
made. Later. when the coach yard was clear 
of drivers and liverymen, who were inside the 
road house, the pickets returned and tore the 
doors off two of the carriages. 

At the office of Raihey Bros. it was said 
one of Fern's drivers after deing attacked 
at the road house was beaten by pickets at 
Seventy-ninth and streets. 


Conference Ends in Row. 

A conference between liverymen and of- 
ficers of the International Brotherhood of 
Teamsters held during the day in an t- 
fort to settle the strike broke up in a row. 
President Robert K. Sloan of the Livery- 
men's association virtually ordered the 
teamsters leaders out of the office. 

The meeting, which was held in the — 
of the Chicago Undertakers' association, 78 
La Salle street, was the latest of a series 
of fruitless attempts on the part of the etrik- 
ers and officers of the Teamster’s union to 
end the conflict. It appears the chief differ- 
ence between the employers and the strikers 
has narrowed down to a question of whether 
President Sloan, on behaltpf the Liverymen’'s 
association, did or did not offer the drivers a 
compromise proposition of $13 a week of 
seven days. 

Business Agent Walter J. Gibbons of the 
union and the members of the wage scale 
committee contend that the offer was not 
made in good faith. President Sloan, how- 
ever, contends the offer was made in good 
faith. 7 

Teamsters’ Chief Attends. 

President Daniel J. Tobin of the Interna- | 
tional Brotherhod of Teamsters, who arrived 
in Chicago during the day from Indianapolis, 
immediately took the situation in hand.

four schedules and certain administrative 
sectiong of the tariff law which invariably 
fortify them. 

It will be easy enough for the western 
senators to pick out the whole string of 
articles which are highly protected, but 
which produce practically no revenue at all, 
because they are prohibitory.. For instance, 
spool cotton, which has a duty of #4 per cent 
ad valorem marked up against it, turns into 
the government only $33,408 annually. 

On dress facings or skirt bindings when 
bleached the duty is about 64 per cent on 
foreign cloth. The duty collected in one 
year, as might be imagined, was only about 
$3,000. Cotton handkerchiefs of about the 
cheapest grade, with 150 to 200 threade to 
the inch, bleached, and about six yards to 
the pound, produced for the pressing needs 
of the government in one year the fabulous 
sum of 564.

Then there ie underwear made of cotton 
on knitting machines, and worth not oven 
$1.50 a dozen in the foreign wholesale mar- 
kets, which is low grade coming to this 
country. It is protected by a duty approx- 
imately of 57 per cent, and the result is that 
the revenue to the government from this 
paragraph in the whole year was only $83,919. 
Shoe and corset laces produced only $32,329, 
and the reason is seen when one examines 
the column of duties and finds that on 
these articles A daily use by everybody 
there is a prohibitory rate of over 51 per 
cent. 

Sleeve linings, chiefly of cotton, but with 
some other vegetable fiber or silk, are used 
by every maker of garments, and yet only 
enough of them were imported to make the 
government rither by $13,176, this being due 
to a duty of nearly 59 percent. Outside gar- 
ments having rubber as a component mate 
rial are protected by a 50 per cent duty, an

Lower Duties Would Cut Prices. 
Here are seven articles from the cotton 
schedule picked almost at random with du- 
ties varying from 46 to 64 per cent ad valorem. 
The range of these duties show absolutely 
that if the rates were lowered there either 
would be foreign competition or else the 
American manufacturers would have to re- 
duce the price to the retail customer, which 
is just the thing insurgent senators are try- 
ing to get at.

be difficult to make any one believe the Alt- 
ference in the cost of production of these ar- 
ticles at home and abroad is equivalent to 
the entire wholesale foreign cost in the open 
market. 

If such a thing is true, the consumer here is 
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being taxed viciously to perpetuate an in- 
dustry which never can pay anybody on its 
merits. It would be easy to test that byre- 
ducing the duty to, say, 75 per cent, M nich 
would still be excessive, and see what hap- 
pens...The duty now is so prohibitive that the 
revenue is merely nominal from this source, 
amounting in one year to only $340. A re- 
duction of 25 per cent of the duty in such 
case would surely diminish the cost to the 
poorest family who use the poorest blankets. 
Surely it also would increase the government 
revenues or else the American manufacturer 
need not fear foreign competition. 

Then there is ready made clothing, which is 
taxed 80 per cent and produces only $113,800 
of revenue, and the familiar woolen shawls, 
which are made to pay nearly 93 per cent of 
their foreign value, and so, as a matter of 
course, help out the government in a whole 
year with the pitiful sum of $57,812. 

Dvery family, even comparatively poor, is 
acquainted with the ordinary three-ply in- 
grain carpet. That article of necessity in our 
modern life is protected by the big duty of 
nearly 67 per cent and the importations are 
practically nothing, because Mr. Aldrich him- 
self gives the revenue from this source for a 
whole year as only $12,700. 


Silk Tax Turned Upward. 

Over in the silk schedule there are some 
even funnier things. This was the schedule 
which Mr. Aldrich “ reorganized "’ and by so 
doing broke down his constant argument that 
the duties on textile fabrice cannot be dis- 
arranged in any way without upsetting all 
the processes of the American mills. His 
reorganization of this schedule was almost 
entirely upward, and if the senate bill goes 
through as it now stands every article of 
wearing apparel or anything else of which 
silk is the principal component will cost the 
consumer a great deal more than it does now. 

For instance, ordinary plushes under the 
present law are dutiable at 75 per cent, and in 
this way produce a revenue of only 886,482. 
One would think that the low importations 
indicated a prohibitory duty beyond all 
doubt, but the enterprising Mr. Aldrich does 
not look at things in that way, and he has 
„ boosted the duty to 105 per cent. In the 
same way ordinary velvets are now dutiable 
at 60 per cent. This isa pretty high rate, but 
foreign manufacturers have managed to pay 
it and supply the government with a revenue 
of $996,878 in a single year. 


Price of Velvet Boosted. 

This frightened the silk manufacturers and 
the obedient Mr. Aldnich once more boost 
ed“ the rates up to nearly 76 per cent, frac- 
tions being omitted. Apparently this means 
a large increase in the cost of velvet to 
American women, and unless all signs fail a 
cofresponding decrease in the revenue, be- 
cause the only object of an increase in duty 
must be to keep down importations. 

There are dozens of such instances of un- 
questionably excessive duties scattered 
through these four schedules, covering all 
sorts of articles of wearing apparel and 
daily use in the household, so that in all 
probability the western senators will be re- 
inforced by some from other states in their 
attempt to scale down these duties just as 
Mr. Aldrich was willing to scale down iron 
and steel, and lumber, and hides, and similar 
things which do not affect the industrial de- 
velopment of the rich Mttle state of Rhode 
Island.

PLAN AUTO ROAD TOCONNECT 
INDIANAPOLIS WITH CHICAGO. 


Charles Hernley Head of Company 
Which Will Construct Private Way 
at Cost of $1,500,000. 


Indianapolis, Ind., May 28.—[Special.]— 
Charles S. Hernley of New Castle announced 
today that company would be incorporated 
in Indiana to build an automobile highway 
between Indianapolis and Chicago.

Aldrich Counts on Lorimer. 

The tax on hides advocates in the senate 
are rejoicing over what they consider a new 
recruit to their ranks. William Lorimer, the 
new senator from Illinois, according to Sen- 
ator Aldrich and his supporters of the 15 
per cent tax program, is scheduled to cast 
his vote against free hides. 

In view of the fact that Mr. Lorimer, asa 
member of the house, was a member of the 
minority which favored a 10 per cent ad 
valorem tax on hides, it would seem ap- 
parent that the independent tanners and 
shoe manufacturers of the country have a 
new job of converting on their hands. If 
Mr. Lorimer, as a member of the senate, 
maintains the position he took regarding 
hides while a member of the house, the state 
of IJlinois will present a split“ vote when 
it comes to that commodity in the tariff bill 
now before the senate. Senator Cullom some 
time ago declared himself a convert to the 
free hide movement, and announced that he 
would combat the views of the finance com- 
mittee, of which he is a member, and vote 
for a reduction of the duty. 

In the voting on the Payne bill in the 
house of representatives April 9 Mr. Lori 
mer remained steadfastly with the committee 
on ways and means, and supported the entire 
tariff program of that body until it came 
to hides. Then he bolted the leaders and 
joined the 108 members who advocated an 
amendment taking hides from the free list, 
as proposed, and placing on them a 10 per 
cent ad valorem duty. 


Also Against Free Oil. 
Mr. Lorimer also joined a small minority 
in the house which voted against free oil. 
There is a mighty crusade on foot at present 
among house members for the restoration of

Republican Affairs Bad in Ohio.

Naturally the president is one 
toward whom many politicians of the Buck- 
eye. State look to adopt the role of Moses. 
Half a dozen of them have been here during 
the last few weeks for the purpose of con- 
guiiting him, but so far as results are con- 
eerned nothing appears to have been ac- 
complished. 

A good deal of feeling has been created be- 
cause of the failure of the president to recog- 
gise Ohio in connection with important fed- 
eal appointments. It is true the president. 
has disposed of five local offices, the majority’ 
of which were presidential, but this is not 
even considered a sop by the hungry. 

Dick appears to be satisfied, but Burton 
ig not, and it is known the latter has been 
geonsidering the advisability of issuing a 
giatement saying that he must not be held 
responsible for any federal appointments 
that may be made. This would be an ex- 
traordinary thing to do, and probably would 
not lead to good feeling between the presi- 
dent and the junior Ohio senator: Burton 
feels, of course, that he owes nothing to 
Taft in view of the support the president 
gave to the candidacy of his brother in the 
convention which elected Burton. 

Foraker May Help Dick. 

All Senator Dick desired was that the preei- 
dent should be neutral in the senatorial 
struggle.

Naturally, he 
Wants vindication. His friends tell him he 
tan secure it through service once more as 
governor. He has not made up his mind that 
he will be a candidate for the Republican 
nomination for the governorship. Should 
he do so it will be interesting to see the 
attitude the president would adopt. 

A likely candidate for the governorship 
from the northern part of the state is James 
R Garfield of Cleveland, who was commis- 
sioner of corporations and secretary of the 
interior during the Roosevelt administra- 
tion. Mr. Garfield is not strong with the 
disrupted organization of the state, but he 
has numerous friends, ard the prestige of 
service with Mr. Roosevelt. Every one

TWO SUSPECTS ARE IDENTIFIED 
AS OVERLAND TRAIN ROBBERS. 


Members of Crew, School Children, and 
Others Join in Testifying Against 
Men Arrested at Omaha. 


Omaha, Neb., May 28.— [Special.]—Fred 
Tortenson and W. D. Woods tonight were 
identified by members of the crew of the 
Union Pacific Overland Limited train as two 
of the four men who last Saturday held up 
the train and secured registered mail said to 
contain $150;000. They and a man named 
Gorden also were identified by school chil- 
dren as the men who had been seen hang- 
ing about the Brown Park school in South 
Omaha, where eight of the stolen mail sacks 
were found today. 

Further identification was made by a la- 
borer, who said he saw the three men near 
the place of the robbery a day or so before 
that event.

The eight mall sacks which were found to- 
day were uncovered in the attic of the Brown 
Park school. There were signs that the men 
had gone there immediately after the robbery 
and divided the spoils while in the garret. 


HEINZE MEN NEAR CONTEMPT 


Directors of United Copper Com- 
pany Scurry for Books. 


COURT, PUTS TIME LIMIT. 


Officials and Records of Mining Concern 


Are Gone. 7 


New York, May 28.—[Special.}]—To avold 
punishment for contempt of court there was 
one of the prettiest exhibitions of what a 
hurry call can do in the way of convening a 
directors’ meeting today that the Wall street 
section of town has ever seen. 

It was the outgrowth of F. Augustus 
Helnze's disinclination to permit the federal 
authorities access to the books of his United 
Copper company and resulted directly from 
United States District Attorney Wise's ap- 
pea! to the United States Circuit court for an 
order for the production of the books and 
Judge Lacombe’s indignation at Heinze’s tri- 
Hing with the court. ; 

Wise charged that fraud, perjury, and for- 
gery had been committed in the concealment 
of the books—or their possible destruction— 
and Justice Lacombe ordered that unless the 
books were produced by 4 o’clock this after- 
noon all the directors of the Hense company 
should be held in contempt. 

The proceedings grew out of the federal 
grand jury's investigation of Heinze’s affairs 
in connection with acts for which he already 
is under indictment. . 


Stir at Directors’ Meeting. 

The directors held a meeting at 1:80 o'clock, 
and when they came before Judg@ Lacombe 
at 4 o'clock it was with the word that Heinze 
refused to give them the books and that 
through the by-laws of the corporation he 
had been able to block their attempt to oust 
him and the other officers forthwith. When 
the judge learned that one of the directors, 
who also was assistant secretary-treasurer 
and who had regigned,”’ but was in court 
under a subpoena, knew the combination of 
the safe he told the directors this officer was 
their servant and could be compelled by them 
to open the safe for them, adding if he re- 
fused to do so the court would not hesitate to 
send him to Ludlow street jail immediately. 

Whereupon. the directors made haste to go 
out with this man, Frederick Eckstein, and 
cause him to open the safe, where some of 
the books wanted were found, but most of 
those required were missing. The end s not 
yet, as it is both a state and federal offense 
to destroy or prevent the production of books 
required in court proceedings. 

Mutilations in Books. 

Mr. Wise told the court that when the sub- 
poena duces tecum was served on Heinze he 
expressed willingness that the books should 
be examined, but asked that as the company 
was a going concern they be examined 
in the company’s offices. This was consented 
to and the assistant district attorney went 
there to examine them. Eckstein brought 
out the books and the examination was 
closely watched by representatives of 
Heinze. On Wednesday evening, May 19, 
the examiners were busy on a certain ledger, 
which then was in good order. 

On Thursday morning thirty-five pages 
had been roughly torn out of it, and the ex- 
aminers applied to Mr. Wise for directions. 
Mr. Eckstein called at the district attorney's 
office Friday, but said he could not produce 
the books, as he did not have the custody of 
them and had resigned as assistant secretary- 
treasurer Wednesday evening. 


Books and Officials Gone. 

Fifteen books of the United Copper com- 
pany most needed by United States Attorney 
Wise have disappeared, it is said, and Stan- 
ley Gifford, secretary of the company, and 
Tracy Buckingham, the company’s transfer 
agent, also have gone. Stanley Gifford is on the 
sea headed for Europe; Buckingham started 
for Canada last Baturday. The books have 
gone and nobody knows whére except Heinze 
and possibly his lawyers, who cannot be 
interrogated on account of professional privi- 
lege. Heinze himself is immune from inquiry 
now because if the court forced him to tell 
about the books it would give him immunity 
later when he comes to trial. 

Heinze in a statement issued tonight said 
he courted the fullest inquiry, but there had 

n such a long delay: between the first and 
second indictments that he decided to avail 
himself of the constitutional privilege as to 


the books.

Merrill, Wis, May 28—[Special.]—After 
the robbery of the German-American State 
bank in daylight today by four robbers, a 
running battle with the bandits resulted in 
the fatal shooting of one of the bandits, the 
capture of a second, and the recovery of the 
money. The other two escaped. The rob- 
bers secured $2,000, but overlooked the main 
cash box, which contained nearly $20,000. 

Within half an hour after the robbery there 
was a posse of 2,000 men in pursuit of the 
robbers, and the telegraph wires in all di- 
rections were used to prevent the escape of 
the men. Merrill is a town of 6,000 persons. 

The wounded man said his name was John 
Laya, and that his home was in Bellwood, 
III., a western suburb of Chicago. He said 
the four men came from Chicago this morn- 
28. He appears to be about 20 years old, 
while his captured companion, who refused 
to tell his name, is not more than 18. The 
younger man cannot talk or understand Eng- 
lish, and evidently is a Russian. © 


Rifles Threaten Bank Workers. 

It was 3 o'clock, as the bank was about to 
close, that the four young men, all heavily 
armed, entered the bank. While three of 
them covered Cashier R. C. Ballstadt and the 
other officials with repeating rifles the fourth 
entered the vault and took all the money he 
could find. He put the money in a satchel, 
and then all the men fled. 

The four ran for the Wisconsin river, across 
which are heavy woods, reaching to River- 
side park. The four men ran down Main 
street, through the business district from the 
bank to the river bridge, and then followed 
the railroad tracks to the railroad bridge. 
which crosses to the most heavily. wooded 
portion of the park. 

Chief of Police Calder, Sheriff Emil Maas, 
Policemen Herman Newman and Charles 
Bea uperland, Fire Chief Andy Millspaugh, 
Fire Department Capt. John Teeling, Assist- 
ant Postmaster John Niles, and Albert Went 
and Fred Mead, deer hunters, all hurriedly 
organized a posse, with the sheriff in charge. 
Each man formed a separate group of armed 
men, and the various parties started in pur- 
suit, three parties in as many automobiles. 


Fight Occurs in Clearing. 


The pursuers soon came s0 close to the 
robbers that they were forced to leawe the 
woods for a clearing about five miles from 
the city. In this clearing there was a run- 
ning fight with the robbers, and while the 
sheriff and police chief with their men took 
cover on the edge of the woods others went 
to cut off tue thieves’ escape. 

Then the sheriff and police chief left the 
woods and walked into the open to demand a 
surrender. The men opened fire and there 
was instantly a fusillade, the members of the 
posse firing over the heads of their officers, 
who drqpped to their knees. There were 
fully 100 shots fired by the posse. 

It was during this fight in the open that one 
of the robbers was wounded. He was able 
to escape for a time to a swamp with his 
companions, who remained to help him. They 
were surrounded by members of the posse 
and the wounded man's companion gave up 
when he saw the great additions to the posse. 
These reinforcements came in automobiles 
and carriages and were armed with rifies and 


shotguns. 


Two Swim River and Escape. 

When the other two robbers saw that the 
fight In the clearing was going against them, 
they turned back to the woods and, heading 
toward the Wisconsin river, managed to es- 
cape their pursuers. They were seen swim- 
ming the river, which is a half mile wide at 
this point. The pursuers were unable to hit 
either of these men, though the swimmers 
were targets for a dozen of shots from the 
pursuing party. They still are being followed 
by officials.

Gasps and Meets New Friend. 

„Well, what do you think of that?“ gasped 
Ephraim to himself, but quite audibly, it 
transpired. 

„Ain't it the limit?” promptly responded 
a slender, well dressed young man with a 
tanned face, who had stopped beside Ephraim 
on the curb to observe the progress of the 
flashily dressed sport. 

That was the beginning of a new acquaint- 
ance for Ephraim. The stranger.introduced 
himself as Robert W. Stephenson of El Pasa, 
and the two men repaired to a neighboring 
buffet, where they quaffed a few gin fizzes 
and discussed the strange sights of the 
metropolis. Ephraim and the stranger found 
each other mutually agreeable, and the up- 
shot was that they lunched together, attend- 
ed a matinée, dined together, spent the even- 
ing at the theater, and wound up the night 
at the headquarters of the Elks. 


Urged to Become a Smuggler. 

According to the story afterward told by 
Ephraim, the El Paso man displayed a large 
roll of. currency and asxed the Oskalooga 
man if he would, like to join him in a business 
venture. Ephraim thought he might, and in- 
quired what the business wag. 

“Smuggling Chinamen and diamonds,” 
Stephenson responded, according to Ephraim. 

that moment .Ephraim’s brain was 
fired with the prospect of adventure. He 
cultivated the further acquaintance of the 
mysterious stranger, and a day or two lafer 
he hunted up a Chicago friend of his father 
and told him his queer tale. The Chicago 
friend promptly took steps that brought the 
story to the ears of the federal authorities 
and the result was that Stephenson was 
shadowed. 

The secret service men working under Chief 
Eberstein followed Stephenson to El Paso, 
where in the course of three months more of 
sleuthing they reported that they had con- 
nected the suspected man with a gigaatic 
smuggling plot. 


Enlist Dining Car Cooks. 

According to the information obtained by 
the government agents the arrangements for 
each shipment of smuggled Chinamen were 
made by a number of railroad men, Mexicans, 
and Chinese who met on the plaza in front of 
the rallroad terminal at El Paso. Stephenson 
and Clark, the secret service men say, would 
be found on the plaza when trains arrived 
and there they would open negotiations with 
the Pullman dining car cooks. 

The cooks would be asked if they wished 
to make some money carrying Chinamen 
secretly to Chicago. There generally are 
three cooks to each dining car and they 
would be informed that 650 would be paid for 
the safe delivery in Chicago of each China- 
man transported. 

Three of these cooks, all white men, who 
first gave the information to the government 
agents, said they met Stephenson and Clark 
on the EI Paso plaza early last October. The 
proposition was made to them and accepted. 
They were told that five Chinameh would be 
delivered to their car in the railroad yards on 
the night of Oct. 7. They were told to be at 
a certain place inside the walls of the yards 
near their car and the Chinamen would be 
hoisted over the fence about midnight. 


Take Turns in the Icebox. 

According to other evidence that was ob- 
tained five Chinamen were brought across 
the river from Juarez that night by way of 
the Stanton street bridge. The contraband 
orientals were taken by the two Mexicans to 
the house of Heltzel, which is near the yards, 
and there they were secreted till about mid- 
night. Then under the guidance of Heltsel 
they were led out and hoisted over the fence 
to the three cooks who were waiting on the 
other side. 

The cooks took the Chinese into their car 
and secreted them. One they placed in the 
ice box and another in the linen closet. The 
other three were stowed in the big storage 
box beneath the floor of the car in which 
staple supplies are carried. Along toward 
morning one of the cooks began to be obsessed 
by fears regarding the state of the China- 
men in the sfOrage box and he opened it and 
dragged the orientals forth. They were ina 
condition bordering on suffocation and the 
discovery alarmed the cooks. They therefore 
marched the three Chinamen out and, hoist- 
ing them over the fence, returned them to 
Heltzel's house. ; 

The other two Chinamen the capks kept on 
board and succeeded in secreting them even 
from the dining car waiters and conductor 
all the way to Chicago. One of the cooks 
told how they would take the Chinaman out 
of the ice box when he got chilled and put 
him in the linen closet till he thawed out, 
while the one in the linen closet was given 
a sojourn in the ice box. 


Convoy Gets Receipt. 

Clark, according to the cooks, made this 
firet trip to Chicago with them. At the 
Englewood station, they said, he took the 
Ghinamen off the trajn on the side opposite 
the depot and led them down a private path 
to a Wentworth avenue car, on which they 
came downtown. The convoy, Clark, then 
delivered his charges to Sam Wah and Chin 
Yin Quai at their South Clark street head- 
quarters, where a receipt was given the 
brakeman. 

The cooks said that Clark brought the re- 
ceipt for the two Chinamen to them at a 
Wabash avenue saloon, which ie a loitering 
place for men of their occupation. They left 
Chicago for El Paso the same night, and 
soon as they arrived there they presented 
receipt to Bob Leung at his saloon and café, 
“The American Gru.“ Leung paid them 


$100, which they split equally among them. 

In the same manner, the cooks testified, 
they were informed of other jobs by Stephen- 
son and Clark. They made trips on Oct. 14,

ing railroad officials knew all about what 
was going on. 

The three cooks were impelled to confess 
their share in the plot immediately following 
the discovery of the body of the dead China- 
man in the Kansase City rallroad yards. 


Shirer Procures Indictments. 

Nov. 8 two more Chinamen were shipped 
out of El Paso, but were intercepted at 
Carrizozo, N. M. The investigation was con- 
tinued without making any arrests, however, 
till early this year, when District Attorney 
Sims assigned his assistant, Seward 8. Shirer, 
to the case. Assistant District Attorney 
Childs had made a preliminary investigation, 
and Mr. Shirer procured the indictments from 
the March federal grand jury and proceeded 
at once to Texas. 

Stephenson and Leung were arrested in El 
Paso about the middle of March, and Clark 
and Heltzel were found at Alamo Gordo. 
Shirer instituted removal proceedings be- 
fore United States Commissioner George B. 
Oliver at El Paso, and went up against a 
stubborn fight by fifteen lawyers retained 
by the defendants. The commissioner rec- 
ommended removdi of the case to Chicago, 
but Shirer had to fight the case all over 
again when the recommendation was sub- 
mitted to Judge T. S. Maxey, at Austin, 700 
miles distant. 

After hearings there Judge Maxey opened 
court at San Antonio, eighty miles distant, 
and finally decided in favor of Shirer's pl 
May 3. The prisoners have been brought 
quietly to Chicago one at a time during the 
last two weeks and lodged in the county jail. 


Small Army Smuggled In. 

According to the most conservative esti- 
mates obtained by the secret service men, 
more than 1,000 Chinaanen have been brought 
across the border at El Paso. It is impossible 
to estimate how many of these were brought 
to Chicago. The orientals, all laborers, were 
sent from various ports in China to ports 
along the Pacific coast of Mexico, which has 
no exclusion law. The regular price for 
smuggling Chinamen, including all costs, is 
$500 per head. The Chinese organization 
known as, ti Six companies, with headquar- 
ters in Hong Kong, generally is credited 
with supplying the money. : 

The secret service also came into possession 
of evidence that large quantities of opium is 
smuggled in from Mexico by the same route 
traveled by the Chinamen, and whisky is 
brought in almost openly. 

Stephenson, when seen at the jail in the 
evening, said he was a son of Judge Stephen- 
son of Cripple Creek and that he had tele- 
graphed a Colorado lawyer to come to Chi- 
cago. 

“TI never have been in trouble before, and 
this whole thing is a frameup by the govern- 
ment to make me a scapegoat. I was stand- 
ing in front of Marshall Field’s one day and 
got to laughing at a fancy dressed sport. An- 
other man was laughing, too, and he accosted 
me. He asked me to buy him a drink, which 
I did. We then went up to the Elks’ cluo- 
rooms and had a chat. I met him the next 
day and that was the last Isaw of bim.“ 

Clark made substantially the same denial 
and expressed confidence that he will be 
cleared as soon as legal assistance from Sen- 
ator Burkett’s law firm arrives. “ 


Sims Says “Wait.” 


“All the facts will come out during the 
trial,“ said District Attorney Sims. The 
government has been investigating reports 
of smuggling for some time, and some im- 
portant information was obtained bearing 
on cases with a Chicago connection. But 
I don't care to say how we got the informa- 
tion.“

Atlanta, Ga., May. 28.—An ee ge 
threatened to tie up the mail trains the 
Georgia railroad strike developed tonight.

After conference it was announced at mid- 
night that the engineers will handle the mail 
trains tomorrow. Postoffice inspectors will 
accompany the trains as they did today.

It is believed that the railroad authorities 
will attempt to clear the track at Lithonia 
for the mail trains early tomorrow and that 
deputies will be used to protect the train 
crews in clearing the track. 

Today brought forth almost simultaneously 
„the possibilities of speedy state or federal 
‘intervention. . It is admitted that either fed- 
eral or state authorities can run the trains 
and preserve armed order, but if the rail- 
road insists on its rights to hire negro fire- 
men it is feared that racial enmity and re- 
prieals on negroes will be stirred up in re- 
gions remote from the rallroad tracks. 

It is pointed out that not until the lynching 
of a negro at Lincolnton shortly after the 
strike began hed there been a  delib- 
erate lynching in Georgia for nearly two 
years Negroes have met violent deaths @ur- 
ing that time, but they were killed while re- 
sisting capture. 

The coming tomorrow of Chairman Knapp 
of the interstate commercé commission is 
regarded here as indicating that federal in- 
tervention may result if the strike is pro- 
longed. 

Hitchcock’s Aid to Study Strike. 

Washington, D. C., May 28.—Second As- 
sistant Postmaster General Stewart left 
here tonight over the Southern railway for 
Atlanta, where he will look into the strike 
situation. Decision to go tonight was 
reached as the result of a conference held 
at the postoffice dgpartment late this after- 
noon between Postmaster General Hitchcock 
and Mr. Stewart, when the situation was re- 
viewed. Mr. Stewart will report his obser- 
vations direct to the postmaster general. 


WEST POINT MUSICIAN SUICIDE. 


Bandmaster Kills Himself After Inves- 
tigation Is Begun Into His Of- 
ficial Conduct. 


West Point, N. T., May 28.—Bandmast 
‘George Essigke, who had been in charge of 
the military academy band for mor> than 
fifteen years, committed suicide today by in- 
haling illuminating gas. Worry over inves- 
tigations recently begun by the war depart- 
ment into his official conduct Is assigned as 
the reason. 

Essigke was under charges concerning the 
manner in which he induced three German 
members of his band to come from Munich 
to enlist as musidjans at West Point. 

The three, Johann Fischer, Benedict Lie- 
mer, and Heinrich Mueller, alleged that the 
bandmaster grossly misrepresented condi- 
tions Nere to them. They further charged 
that Essigke, while acting as interpreter, al- 
tered their ages in their enlistment papers.

“FARIS, May 26.—Dayid : Henderson, be- 
wlieyéd to have been of New York, aged 51. 
‘shot hig. daughter dead in a café here to- 
night and then committed suicide, The dead 
woman's name was Martha. She was 22 
years old. 

With Mr. Henderson in the restaurant were 
his wife and three daughters and a governess. 
All had supper together, and the party was 
most cheerful. There was nothing to indi- 
cate from the father’s demeanor during the 
meal the awfufmscene that was to follow. 

At the end of the meal Mr. Henderson arose 
from the table, lit a cigar, opened the win- 
dow, and walked the length of the room once 
or twice. ; 

Then suddenly, and without warning, he 
fired four shots at random in the direction 
of the table, one of which struck his daughter 
Martha in the back of the neck, fracturing 
her spine and killing her instantly. Before 
the terrified women could interpose Hender- 
son turned the weapon upon himself and 
blew out his brains, falling dead across his 
daughter’s body. 

Those who witnessed the tragedy were 
Henderson's daughters, Olga, aged 19, and 
Gladys, aged 10, his wife, who is a Russian 
woman, and Olga Lepretre, governess. The 
last named says Mr. Henderson had been a 
sufferer from neurasthenia, and on that ac- 
count & source of great anxiety to his wife.

Another Indictment Voted, It Is 
Reported Around, Court. 


PERJURY SAID TO BE OHARGE 


Chinese Murder Case Again Figures in 
Attorney’s Career, 


Attorney Robert E. Cantwell has been rein- 
dicted, according to a report in circulation 
late yesterday at the Criminal court building. 
This indictment is said to be on a charge of 
perjury instead of conspiracy to defeat 
justice. 

Witnesses who testified previously against 
Attorney Cantwell were before the grand 


jury In the afternoon, Assistant State e At- 


torney Marshall having the case in charge. 
This second case grew out of the dismissal 
of the first by Judge McEwen. 

The original indictment of Cantwell fol- 
lowed disclosures during the trial of Harry 
Lee, who was indicted with Hip Lung and 
Moy Dong Foy for the alleged murder of 
Chin Wai on Oct. 14 1907. Circumstantial] 
evidence was against Lee, but the testimony 
of H. H. Stridiron and John Molssand turned 
the tide in the defendant's favor. They said 
they saw the murderer fleeing, and that Lee 
was not the man. 

Later it appeared that Cantwell and Strid- 
tron had gone to Milwaukee on that night— 
Oct. 16—consequently Stridiron could not 
have been on the scene of the murder.

FREE HIDES. 
The other day Senator Cullom said to 
Tun Trisune correspondent: “I hope 
the senate will vote in favor of free hides. 
Free hides will reduce the price of leather, 
thereby reducing the price of the differ- 
ent necessaries manufactured from it.” 
The senator is a member of the finance 
committee, which has not yet expressed 
itself on the subject of hides. His re- 
marks would have been more ceassuring 
it he had said “I believe,” instead of “I 
hope.” ‘ a 

There is much apprehension among the 
boot and shoe manufacturers and inde- 
pendent tanners as to the intentions of 
the committee and the senate, The latter 
see in free hides their only eseape from 
business extinction, and some of the 
manufacturers are greatly alarmed as to 
the future if the duty on hides were to 
be retained. Ex-Gov. Douglas of Mas- 
sachusetts, a large manufacturer, dreads 
the organization of a huge trust controll- 
ing the beef packing, leather tanning, 
and shoe manufacturing industries of the 
country. “Such a trust,” he says, “js 
inevitable, providing the present duty of 
15 per cent remains on hides. The ad- 
vantage given by this duty to the beef 
trust as the original owner of hides is so 
great that competition with it will be 
hopeless as soon as it can establish itself 
in the leather tanning and shoe manufac- 
turing industries.” 

Fears of the invasion of the shoemgk- 
ing industry by the packers may be 
groundless, but it is certain that they 
have gone extensively into the leather 
tinning business. As. they contro] directly 
about 55 per cent of the hides of this 
country, it was only natural that they 
should do so, It is alleged that to make 
their control more complete they have 
gone to buying hides. The independent 
tanner’s supply of raw material is being 
more and more restricted. If forced t) 
depend on imported hides which have to 
pay a duty, he will be put out of bus 
ness, 

With the packers the masters of tho 
leather tanning business, they would set 
a price on leather and the shoe manufac- 
} turers would have to pay it no matter 
how unjust. That would mean higher 
prices for shoes, which cost more now 
than they would if a duty on hides bad 
not been put in the Dingley law. Its 
advocates supposed it would benefit the 
farmers. It has not helped them, but 
has benefited the packers and taxed the 
footwear of the people. There are 89,- 
000,000 consumers who will profit by the 
repeal of the duty. That should settle 
the question. 
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THE RABBIT SHEPHERDS. 

The reappearance of the “ rabbit shep- 
herd“ as a subject for legislative con- 
sideration emphasizes the desirability of 
a complete investigation of the situation, 
Are the game wardens, appointed by the 
state commissioner with the approval of 
the governor, chosen for efficient serv- 
lee only and regardless of political influ- 
ence,” as the law provides? Are the dep- 
uty wardens, appointed by the commis- 
sioner, selected in the interest of those 
who wish protection for the game and 
fish of the state? 

Or is the whole machinery merely po- 
litical, the governor’s nod being required 
for the success of the humblest applicant, 
and that nod coming only when the man 
supposed to care for fish and game is a 
cog in the local political machine of some 
county? If the story credited to the law- 
maker from Macoupin is true in the pub- 
lished details, then there is other game” 
to be considered than the birds of the 
air. 
Incidentally, while there is need of such 
eutting and slashing of appropriations for 
the care of the unfortunate in state 
charitable institutions and for other de- 
sired advances on the part of Illinois, the 
question arises whether there is need for 
so many of these game wardens and 
whether the proposition to save something 
from the license fees is not worth con- 
sideration. There are several features of 
the game warden situation that are any- 
thing but pleasing.

of government is as typical of the spirit 
prevailing at Springfield during this ses- 
sion as anything that has occurred thus 
far.

The defeat of the bill permitting cities 
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the high school sufficiently equipped for 
pursuing the technical studies for whose 
encouragement it was founded. 

The step is-a proper one. There are 
high schools enough to meet the require- 
ments for preparatory work. The youth- 
ful “ Armour” boys have brought confu- 
sion to the minds of many who have 
sometimes been misled in their judgment 
of the rightful place to be accorded this 
Chicago school among the “techs” of 
the country.

It is gratifying to know that, with 
added gifts and progressive policies, the 
future is one of hopefulness. 


THE FUTURE OF THE NEGRO. 
President Taft said to the colored 
graduates of Howard university that 
“never at any time has the future of the 
negro as a race appeared more hopeful 
than at the present day.” That is sub- 
stantially true, and yet every now and 
then something happens which weakens 
the hopes of those who wish well to the 
negro. The future of the American negro 
depends largely upon the course of the 
southern whites. They can help him 
along or keep him down. While the num- 
ber of those who would. aid him is in- 
creasing, there are evidences of a deter- 
mination to prevent his progress by hin- 
dering his making a living. 

Consider what is going on in the pro- 
gressive state of Georgia. Its great rail- 
road system is tied up by a strike against 
negro:labor—by an effort to stop the em- 
ployment of some black men as locomo- 
tive firemen. They are good workers or 
the road would not retain them. They 
can rise no higher in the railroad service. 
All the engineers are whites. But the 
demand is made that the negro firemen 
step down and out to make room for 
white men. The popular feeling along the 
line of the road is that a white engineer 
should not be forced to ride on an engine 
with a negro fireman. Manifestly there 
are many Georgians who do not wish the 
pegro should rise above the status of a 
field hand. 

Complaints are heard continually from 
the south about the inefficiency of negro 
labor. It cannot be other than inefficient 
if the attempts of the negro to make him- 
self of greater industrial value are dis- 
couraged. Any kind of work the negro 
can do well he should be encouraged to do. 
The south clamors for white labor. It 
invites foreign immigration, and when the 
immigrants come it makes peons out of 
some of them. Foreign governments feel 
constrained to advise emigrants not to 
go south. There are so many southern 
employers who have not learned how to 
treat labor decently that until there is a 
radical change the south will get com- 
paratively little white labor and will hive 
to depend on negro labor, 

Therefore, if business principles ruled 
at the south there would be a general en- 
deavor to make that labor as valuable as 
possible. There would be no driving of 
the negro from occupations he is compe 
tent to fill. There would be no tleup of 
the Georgia railroad. When the south 
gives up utterly the vicious practice of 
obstructing the industrial advancement of 
the negro all doubts as to his future will 
disappear.

a good military education, brought him up as 
a Moslem, and he became commander of the 
troops at Bagdad, under the title of Ket- 
chouda Bey. Shefket's father. Suleiman Bey, 
was governor of Bussorah. Shefket himself 
entered the army in 1880 and soon won the 
notice and good will of the German organizer 
of the Turkish army, Field Marehal von der 
Goltz; pasha. So great, indeed, was the 
confidence which Von der Goltz reposed in 
him, that Shefket was assigned to proceed to 
Germany in order to pass on and receive the 
Mauser rifies which had been ordered for the 
rearmament of the Turkish troops. In all, 
Shefket spent nine years in Germany and 
three in France, and not only talks German 
and French with the utmost fluency, but is 
completely Europeanized. By all with whom 
he has been brought in contact he is pro- 
nounced to be a most upright, honorable, and 
level headed man, imbued with deep and dis- 
interested patriotism. 

That these views of him are correct is 
clearly demonstrated by the manner in which 
he refused the office of grand vizier/and of 
other honors and dignities pressed upon him 
by the new sultan, in recognition of the im- 
mense services which he rendered during the 
recent trouble at Constantinople. For there 
is no doubt that if he had not marched his 
troops from Saloniki to Stamboul three days 
before (he appointed time the most appalling 
massacre would have taken place, in which 
not merel} the Christian residents, but like- 
wise the many foreign tourists and visitors 
then in the Turkish capital, and also the em- 
bassies, would have perished. Indeed, there 
ie not a foreign nation with representatives 
on the shores of the Bosporus that does not 
owe a debt of gratitude to Shefket Pasha. 
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As the Almanach de Gotha is silent with re- 
gard to the domestic arrangements of the 
new sultan, it may be mentioned that he has 
only two wives and four children, and that 
according to all appearances the days of im- 
perial harems at Constantinople, with not 
only hundreds, but even thousands of women, 
are passed, never to return. Abdul Hamid’s 
harem was constantly being recruited by 
young girls, over 100 of whom joined his 
harem as recruits each year. Two of his 
wives who accompanied him from Constant!- 
nople to Saloniki in captivity were under 15 
years of age. The seattering of his enormous 
harem has led to the appearance in foreign 
capitals of batches of women, who faleely 
represent themselves to be former wives of 
the sultan, expecting thereby to be able to 
command an amount of interest and atten- 
tlon—for nefarious purposes, of course— 
which weuld not otherwise fall to their share. 
As some of them are quite likely to turn up 
in this country, it would be well that the im- 
migration authorities should be on their 
guard and ready to prevent their entry into 
the country if they make their appearance 
here.

Prince Alexander of Sayn- Wittgenstein, 
who arrived in this country on Tuesday last 
from Germany, for a prolonged stay, and who 
ls now for several weeks in New York, must 
not be confounded with his considerably old- 
er cousin, of thé same name, who was com- 
pelled in 1883 to abandon his name, his rank, 
and his title, in order to aseume that of Count 
Hachenburg. The Prince Alexander now 
here does not, like the remainder of the Sayn- 
Wittgensteins, possess the status of a me- 
diatized prince, with certain semi-royal pre- 
rogatives, including that of mating on a foot- 
ing of equality with the reigning dynasttes of 
Europe. For, the marriage of his father, 
Prince Hermann, to Miss Gertrude Western- 
berger, a bourgeoise, was of a morganatic 
character, and until five years ago Prince 
Alexander, as the issue of that morganatic 
union, had no title whatsoever, and no name 
beyond that of his mother. 

In 1904, however, Prince Hermann, anxious 
to improve the position of his wife and two 
sons, agreed to surrender his status as 6 
scion of the mediatized house of Sayn-Witt- 
genstein, to abandon all his prerogatives, im- 
munities, and advantages as such, and to re- 
linquigh his rights to a share in the revenues 
of the great entalled estates of the family, re- 
ceiving in lieu thereof from the regent of 
Bavaria the status of an ordinary noble. with 
the Bavarian, but not mediatized title of 
Prince Sayn-Wittgenstein, which he was able 
to share with his wife and his two sons. 
Young Prince Alexander of Sayn-Wittgen- 
stein, now in New York, has, therefore, only 
been a noble and a prince since 1904. Prior 
to that time he was merely Alexander West- 
ernberger and his name will be sought in 
vain among the other Sayn-Wittgensteins, in 
part 2 of the Almanach de Gotha, but will 
be found with those of his father and brother, 
all by themselves, in part 3 of the Almanach. 
Prince Alexander has achieved some suc- 
cess in literature, as a novelist, wields a 
clever pen, contemplates finding material! for 
new books during his stay in the United 
States, is about 30 years old, not particularly 
well off, and entirely free to wed. There will 
be no obstacles in his case on the score of 
difference of rank, and any American girl 
whom he married would become thereby a 
full fledged Bavarian princess, and the pos- 
sessor of one of the most historic names or 
Germany, though barred, like her husband 
and his parents, from the semi-royal pre- 
rogatives of the mediatized Sayn-Wittgen- 
steing. 

— 
There was still another Prince Alexander 
Sayn-Wittgenstein, whose position bore some 
analogy to that of his namesake now in New 
York. He was killed in a duel a few years 
ago, at St. Petersburg. His father, Prince 
Frederick Sayn-Wittgenstein, was forced 
by his marriage with the actress, Wil 
helmine Hagen, and by N number ot un- 
savory scrapes, to quit the Germany army 
and surrender his position as one of the chiefs 
of the mediatized house of Sayn-Wittgen- 
stein. Leaving Germany, which had become 
too hot to hold him, he migrated to Russia, 
secured Muscovite citizenship, and the Rus- 
sian title of Prince Sayn- Wittgenstein, in coh- 
sideration of his having inherited some large 
estates in Russia from a Russian uncle. His 
two sons are both dead. 
Henry died two years ago, while-his elden 
brother, Prince Alexander, was killed in 1904 
by Prince Anatole Bariatinski. The duel was

by Wilbur L. Cross, professor of English in 
the Sheffield Scientific schoal of Yale univer- 
sity (Macmillan). Prof. Cross in the preface 
tells us that his aim has been to present, 
within reasonable compass, the personal his- 
tory of Laurence Sterne along with some ac- 
count of the numerous men and women with 
whom he associated at home and abroad. 
His main purpose has been biographical; the 


questions ever before him have been: Whar 


sort of man was Sterne? How did he con 

duct himself in the days of his obscurity ana 
after he had come into his fame? What did 
be do and what did he say? What books did 
he read? What were his pastimes? and whet 
were his pleasures? Who were his friends 
and who were his enemies, if he had any? 
And what did they say or think of him? In 
a word, wherein lay the secret of the man 
whose speech and conduct filled the imagina- 
tions of ail who knew him intimately, wheth- 
er at York, London, or Paris!“ 

These questiéne might be without inter- 
est if Sterne were not the author of two books 
which give him a place in modern literature 
cheek by jowl-with Rabelais and Cervantes. 
Prof. Cross refers, of course, to Trietram 
Shandy’ and The Sentimental Journey.“ 
It is only because of these books, he thinks, 
that a biographer can surely count upon a 
curiosity to know something about the per- 
sonality of him who wrote them. The Sen- 
timental Journey and also parts of Tris- 
tram Shandy’’ are more or less autobio- 
graphical. 

The materials for a life of Sterne, though 
not abundant, have been found adequate at 
most points: There are letters, anecdotes, 
and memoirs at first hand, scattered here. 
there, and everywhere, and there is a journal 
extending over six Important months of the 
year before his death, and there are the ob- 
servations of a French academician, who 
wrote down his impressions of Chevalier 


Sterne. 


Even with this material to be had it has 
been a slow process to collect it, but Prof. 
Cross has gone to original sources, wherever 
possible, and has found some of Sternes 


most Important manuscript in the collection 


of Mr. Pierpont Morgan. SsSterne’s corre- 
spondence, unfortunately, has survived in a 
wretched condition, the early collections of 
which letters contain forgeries which have 
to be sifted out. In letters for the most 
part genuine passages have been suppressed 
and replaced by new ones. Fitzgerald has 
taken the most extraordinary liberties with 
the origina] manubeript. Prof. Cross cites 
one letter in particular in which Steme wrote 
to Richard Berenger, master of horse to 
George III., requesting that he ride out to 
Leicester fields and ask Hogarth for a 
frontispiece to the new edition of * ‘Tristram 
Shandy.” I am not going to quote all of 
Sternes letter or all of Fitzgeraid’s inter- 
pretation of it, but I will give a paragraph to 
show you the-antics that his biographer 
played with the original. Sterne wrote: 

“My Dear Berenger: You bid me teil you 
all my wants—what the deuce can the man 
want now? What would I not give to have 
but ten strokes of Howgarth's witty chisel 
at the front of my next edition of Tristram 
Shandy (the vanity of a pretty woman in 
the heydey of her triumphs ‘is a tool to the 
vanity of a successful author).” 

Now here is the way Fitzgerald garbled this 
paragraph: 

„Nou bid me tell you all my wants. What 
the devil in hell can a fellow want now? By 
the father of the sciences (you know his 
name) I would give both my ears (if I was 
not to lose my credit by it) for no more than 
ten strokes of Howgarth’s witty chisel to clap 
at the front of my next edition of Shandy. 
The vanity of a pretty girl in the heydey of 
her roses and lilies is a fool to that of author 
of my stamp.“ 

The whole letter is garbled or rewritten in 
the same manner. 

That the tuth might be told for or against 
the character of Sterne, Prof. Cross has ex- 
amined all the available manuscripts which 
have come to his knowledge. The largest 
single collection is at the British museum, 
and these he was privileged to copy or photo- 
graph. 

Not the least interesting part of the book 
are the portraits reproduced from the orig- 
mals by special courtesy of their owners. 
Prof. Cross is an agreeable writer, and he 
has had an attractive subject, and the times 
that he lived in were equally attractive; the 
consequence is that we have a most satisfac- 
tory and comprehensive life of one of the 
greatest novelists not only of England, but 
of the whole World.

As a memorial to Charles Darwin a vol- 
ume of nearly 600 pages has been written and 
published to celebrate the fiftieth anniver- 
sary of “ THE ORIGIN UF SPECIES.” The 
book is published by the Cambridge Uni- 
versity Press and by Messrs. Putnam in this 
country. It is a fine memorial to a famous 
man. At the suggestion of the Cambridge 
Philosophical society the syndics of the Uni- 
‘versity press decided in March, 1008, to ar- 
range for the publication of a series of essays 
for this occasion. A committee of the so- 
clety, together with Prot. A. C. Seward, con- 
ceived the idea of this volume, and selected 
the writers to contribute essays on certain 
phases of Darwinian philosophy. Twenty- 
nine scientists have contributed the essays 
that form this book. Among these twenty- 
nine there is one woman, Jane Ellen Harr!i- 
son of Newnham college, Cambridge, and 
two Americans, W. B. Scott, professor of 
geology in the University of Princeton, and 
Jacques Loeb, professor of physiology in the 
University of California. Not only English 
speaking writers, but a Frenchman and a 
German contribute to this memorial. 1 can 
imagine how Darwin would have enjoyed 
reading it. It is mot intended entirely for 


scientific specialists, though 1 doubt if it 
would be considered light reading by the 
layman. Still laymen who read any scientific 


books will find this worthy of their attention.

In Miss Anna Warner's IN A MYSTERI- 
OUS WAT (Little, Brown & Co.) there is 
the nucleus ofa good story, but it is s fretted 
away with a myriad of more or less irrelevant 
details, so cast here and there by the hesi- 
tating, rambling method of narration, that 
it becomes harder and harder as we proceed 
to retain enough interest to find what the 
kernel of the story really is. The main inci- 
dent might well have had its genesis or 
prototype in real life 

A girl by chance meets a man to whom she 
is attracted. The attraction persists, and 
grows during the periods of absence that in- 
tervene between their occasional meetings. 
Finally they decide to join their lives, and 
the girl, full of the vision for which the man 
lives, prepares everything, when fate inter- 
teres and makes of their dreams a tragedy. 
The girl is courageous and hopes so long 
as there is;hope, and until the past becomes 
but a memory. There is pathos and tender- 
ness in the story and a glimpse into the heart 
of a woman, all of which make it more re- 
grettable, but Miss Warner has let this good 
material peter out to nothingness. 


The illustrations, excellent of execution 
and generous in number, make Frederic 
Lees’ A SUMMER IN TOURAINE ” (Me- 
Clurg) @ most alluring book. It is both the 
record for a summer’s tour among the 
chateaus of the Loire, and a book which aims 
to provide the prospective tourist who has 
selected this territory and its chateaus as 
the scene of his travels with the information 
which the author regrets that he did not have 
at the time of his first journey, and which 
he subsequently found to be difficult of at- 
tainment. Of information there can be no 
doubt that the patience of Mr. Lees haegath- 
ered enough to satisfy the most voracious, 
for there seems little that he has not given 
as regards the history of the building of the 
chateaus, their architects, the famous occu- 
pants of the different apartments, the treas- 
ures that have been contained therein, and 
such other items that might be picked up on 
the way. A most commendable accuracy 
sticks out from all the pages, but we have the 
feeling all the time we are reading that the 
author has in mind those exemplary but over- 
diligent travelers who intellectually prepare 
themselves most minutely for their journey 
beforehand and spend the evening after a 
day's sightseeing either in writing up notes 
or reading up still farther upon the trip 
outlined for the next day. For these am- 
bitious persons this book will prove itself of 
real value, but the majority of travelers who 
rely om a well stocked mind and a ready 
sympathy for their enjoyment of the monu- 
ments of the past, and to those who must 
know the sites of history only through the 
records of travelers, ‘‘A Summer in Tour- 
aine will seem a little pedantic, a little 
lacking in real inspiration, and the enthusi- 
asm that is born not of historical investiga- 
tions but the spell of the past. 


MOLLIE DEVERILL” (Dana Estes & 
Co.) is the fascinating heroine of the story of 
the same name by Curtis Yorke. She is but 
18, and mighty young and irresponsible even 
for that age, though, of course, she had been 
raised in a French convent, which may as 
count for some of her shortcomings in that 
regard, and marries Deverill for the reason 
that the marriage was her father’s death- 
bed wish. Deverill himself had no greater 
predisposition to the marriage, but he is de- 
termined to make the best of ft and carries 
off his capricious wife to his large estate, 
where Mollie assumes her due position with 
an exaggerated childish delight in the luxury 
and newness of the situation. But her road 
is not all spread with roses; there are the 
joys, responsibilities, and sorrows of married 
life that give her a woman's finest dignity 
and bring about a perfect understanding be- 
tween the couple apparently so unevenly 
matched, Mollie would be a fascinating 
heroine were her role not overdone, and did 
she receive support from the rest of the 
story. 

But this is almost barren of contrasting or 
really interesting incidents, and what inci- 
dents there are, are but imperfectly corre- 
lated and ill arranged in dramatic sequence. 
Mollie is too young and flighty a creature to 
carry the whole burden of a novel, and re- 
freshing though she be at first, her ingenu- 
ousness becomes a bit wearisome ere her 
final entrance into woman's estate.

offering “Furze” as an earnest of 
his intentions, now comes forward with the 
second book, entitled HEATHER.” (Mor- 
fat, Yard & Co.) The third volume is to be 
„Granite,“ and the idea of the author is to 
create characters which impersonate the 
three predominating and elemental features 
of the moor—furze, which is cruel; heather, 
which is delicate and tenacious; and gtanite, 
which endures forever. 

The scene of these studies is Dartmoor, 
where the world is nothing if not ancient. 
Here prehistoric races have left almost in- 
effaceable memorials of themselves; here 
are quarries in which the skin clad man hag 
labored; here are fords already ancient when 
the Romans crossed them, and beside the 
fords lie the oldest stepping stones in the 
world.“ 

At 80 men still are hearty where the great 
and purifying winds of Dartmoor have their 
way, and to be a centenarian is not to be a 
particularly spectacular person. Ags a con- 
sequence when folk have become poisoned 
with the town diseases they are sent to live 
among the rigors of the moor. Mr. Trevena’s 
heroine, Winnie Shazell, who impersonates 
heather, was born on the moor, but trans- 
planted to the city, where she drooped almost 
to death in its slums. The ugliness and stress 
of the city had all but consumed her, she 
was engaged to be married to a man named 
Hawker—the first who presented himself 
and her heart as well as her body was at the 
last gasp. So Hawker—who only knew 
abdut the sad plight of the body and guessed 
nothing of the breaking heart—sent her to a 
sanitarium at Dartmoor to get well. He 
paid her expenses, and every hour linked the 
chain that bound her to him, though she was 
an exquisite bit of white, misplaced heather, 
and he was a quite grimy dounder,“ who 
did not often bathe. Of all who are ill at 
the sanitarium, Winnie is quite the worst, 
for she has for years been going between 
miserable lodgings and the postal station in 
a sickening grocery store, where she acted 
as postmistress. 

It will be seen that Mr. Trevena is not 
afraid of realism. He is willing to take any 
circumstancé and any person and present 
them so that the essential value of them 
becomes apparent. He does this to all the 
poor diseased tribe in the sanitarium andi to 
the natives of the moor, who are a cross 
between primordial man and Shakspearean 
clowns of the filthier order. He delights in 
watching the grimaces and contortions of 
these half made men. He lives to see them 
wallow in their earth mud, like the living 
stones Deucalion threw. And he likes even 
better to see them getting up out of the mud 
and looking around with a consciousness 
that they are really human beings, and even, 
possibly, immortal souls. But his policy does 
not end here. It includes a constant cogni- 
zance of the earth itself. The reader is as 
conscious of the moor as of man; as much 
aware of the moods of the winds and the 
aspect of the stars as he is of the conversa- 
tion of the characters. 


One of the most notable results of this is 
the effect such a view has upon the reader. 
He seems to perceive the negligibility of the 
characters even while he is interested in 
them. It is as if he were looking at them 
through the wrong end of the field glass. 
They are well defined, yet absurdly gmail, 
here one minute and gone the next, and after 
all, of no miore account than the pinch of 
pollen drifting from the fringed oak. 

The hero, George Brunacombe, also is a 
man of the moors, and he, too, has been all 
but slain. by the city, and so has come back 
to fight it out with death. He lives in an 
immemorially old house beside the wheal, or 
tin mine, and paints andi writes, with no 
otber company than that of a broken legged 
owl. The curse of mediocrity has lain upon 
him in the town, and he is of the opinion 
that he never can shake it off, yét out of 
sorrow and solitude comes depth of feeling 
and power of expression, and fame and com- 
parative wealth are his in the end. 

They come rather late, however, for the 
heatherlike heroine, with her fatal habit of 
clinging, has clung to a mad creature who 
insisted on marrying her, and she has been 
maltreated by destiny even worse than be- 
fore. Brunacombe rescues her at last, and 
they dwell together—without benefit of 
clergy—on the moor where alone they can 
keep life in their bodies. 

It sounds unpleasant, and it would be futile 
to deny that at times it Is almost unpleasant 
as the actual life you and I and the folk in 
the next town to ours really are living. It 
mentions those events and blunders and 
miserable incidents of life which we all ac- 
cept and then try to forget with prompti- 
tude. But it brings forward the great com- 
pertsations for mistake, and degradation and 
soul's pain. It shows how we cleanse our- 
selves by the mere fact of living, as water 
purifies itself by running. It makes us part 
of the unconscious earth, yet admits the 
splendor and delight of our personal con- 
sciousness. It does not admit that we are 
masters of destiny or lords of creation. We 
seem, indeed, as helpless as the sand files, 
as busy and as absurd as flustering, racing 
ants; but it gives to all things—sand files, 
ants, us, and all the breathing @ribe—justi- 
fication for our lives, flurried and ridiculous 
though they often may seem to be.

Although much has been published during, 
the last few months on Dr. Eliot and his work 
it has been of a journalistic character and 
no one has undertaken to put into book form 
a thoughtful, careful, and dispassionate stu- 
dy of the influence of Harvard's great presi- 
dent on American education. Prof. Kuehne- 
mann has been for two terms exchange pro- 
fessor at Harvard, as arranged for by Em- 
peror William, and therefore his point of 
view is especially interesting.

Adventures are to the adventurous, col- 
lections to the collector, and only to the wan- 
derer happens the rich unexpected and comes 
the delightful unknown. Myself, I will never 
go the same route three days running, wheth- 
er to business or to parliament—need I hint 
a difference?—or back to the haven of home. 
Monotony, monotony is the lurking demon to 
outwit and avoid; monotony ages you, wan- 
dering keeps you young. And never monot- 
onous is the call to the road. The call, the 
lusty call, like a horn in a far away forest 
you hear it—it is the wander horn and the 
Freischutz horn and the wunder horn as 
Well. 


A book of the wander years, a book of old 
fires and profitable ghosts "’ what Mr. 
Yoxall has written; “an autobiography ofa 
mind frankly personal, full of eyes and I's, 
and polyglot with the Esperanto of the pleas- 
antly learned. A book for eyes that have 
roved, and are more wise than young; a book 
for eyes that are larger sighted than they

The mayor directed that all but the police, 
fire, electrical, and health departments be 
closed on Memorial day, it being “ desirable 
that all employés of the city who can be 
spared from the demands of the service be 
given an opportunity to observe the day. 

Assistant Chief of Police Schuettler, who 
has been a patient at the Alexian Brothers’ 
hospital for several days, returned to his 


home in the evening, determined to march 
at the head of the veterans, as he has done 


for twenty-six years. While he is not a vet- 
eran, he declared that neither nurses nor 
physicians could prevent him from taking 
his usual place in the annual parade.

The exercises in the Chicago Normal school 
were in honor of Gen. John A. Logan. . A 
playlet. The Future of America,” and a 
musical program were presented.

Ast school at Atlanta. Ga. 
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tion Within “Zane of Quiet.” 


Ordinance to Protect the Patients from 
Noises Is Cited. 


An unforeseen obstacle to the erection of a 
large new school building on the biock 
bounded by. Twenty-fifth, Twenty~-sixth, 
State and Dearborn streets was presented to 
the buildings and grounds committee of the 
board of education at its meeting yesterday. 

The contemplated school, it was found, 
would be within a zone of quiet’’ which a 
city ordinance has established fcr the pro- 
tection of hospitals. This fact was called 
to the attention of the committee through a 
letter from E. S. Gilmore, superintendent of 
Wesley hospital, to Trustee Modie J. Spiegel, 
8 member of thé committee. The letter fol- 

ws: 

“I am informed that the board of educa- 
tion contemplates erecting a school building 
in the block between State and Dearborn, 
Twenty-fifth and Twenty-sixth streets. As 
the hospital is at Twenty-fifth and Dearborn 
streets, we are vitally interested. The pa- 
tients are annoyed almost beyond endurance 
now by the smoke and noise of the Rock 
Island and Lake Shore railroads, just half 6 
block away. Added to this, the daily calling 
together of a large number of children, with 
the increased noise, would make the condi- 
tions almost unendurable for our patients. 


City Ordinance Is Cited. 

„Our trustees have about decided to erect 
a large addition to the hospital in Twenty- 
fifth street, but I fear they may change their 
minds if added disadvantages are to meet 
their efforts. There is a city ordinance estab- 
lishing a zone of quiet in the neighborhood of 
hospitals. It would seem that the erection 
of a school in the immediate vicinity of a 
hospital would be a violation of this ordi- 
nance,”’ 

The letter was referred to School Archi- 
tect Perkins to make an investigation and 
report to the committee. 

Engineers to Be Regraded. 

A special committee consisting of President 
Otto C. Schneider; Alfred R. Urion, Dr. John 
Guerin, Joseph Downey, and Wiley W. Mills 
was appointed to take up the subject of re- 
grading engineers of the public schools with 
the city civil service commission. There now 
are ten grades among 300 engineers, the 
grades forming the basis for salaries. It is 
proposed to reduce the number of grades. 
As soon as the regrading question is settled 
examinations for the position of chief en- 
gineer, made vacant by the death of Thomas 
J. Waters, will be held.
